The 
Institution fot the Education and In¬ 
struction of the Blind, lpaintoined by 
the Ontario legislature, admits as 
pupils ♦‘all blind youths,of both sexes, 
jjetween the ages of seven and twenty- 
one, not being deficient in Intellect, 
apd free from disease or physical in- 
flripity, beipg residents of the Province 
pf Ontario. It is not necessary that 
the applicant shall he totally blind ; 
tin* test is inability to “read ordinary 
type and attend a sebooj for the seeing 
without serious injury to tin* sight. 
The initial difficulty is to locate the 
children who are eligible for admission 
and it will be helpful in the future if 
your readers will send me the names 
and addresses of blind children under 
seven as well as those between seven 
und twenty-one.

TESTED RECIPES. 


Beamaise Sauce,—Beat the yolk# o i 
two eggs very light, put into u round- 
bottomed saucepan, and set in one of 
boiling'water; stir into it, a few drop* 
at u time, three tablaspooaluls of salad 
oil, heating a# you stir; then, a# gra¬ 
dually, the same quantity of boiling 
water; next, one tableepooniul 00 
lemon juice, a dash of cayenne and 
suit. It is served with all sorts of 
fish, also with chops, cutlets, and 
steaks. 

Molasses Vinegar.—One pint of New 
Orleans molasses stirred into a quart 
of rain water. Tie mosquito netting 
over the open crock (earthenware) con¬ 
taining the mixture to exclude dust 
and set in a warm closet by night, In 
a sunny window by day. It should be 
sour in a fortnight. Strain and 
bottle. 


New Potatoes.—If -eery young, rub 
the skin off with a rough towel. If al¬ 
most ripe, scrape with a blunt knife. 
Lay in cold water an hour, cover with 
cold water slightly salted, boil half an 
hour. Drain, salt and dry for 2 or 3 
minutes. .Send to the table plain. Or 
you may crack each by pressing lightly 
upon it with the back of a wooden 
spoon; lay thsm in a deep dish and 
pour over them a cup of cream or new 
milk, heated to a boil, in which a great 
spoonful of butter has been dissolved. 

Old Colonial Mead.—ThU delicious 
old-fashioned beverage bus the advan¬ 
tage of many others In that it may be 
prepared in quantities and be always 
on hand. If you hava not dried and 
prepared your own sassafras roots, 
they may be purchased from the drug¬ 
gist. Scrape and cover with 2 quarts 
of boiling water five bunches of the 
roots, adding a generous pinch of 
cinnamon and grated nutmeg. Cover 
closely and simmer or boil slowly for 
an hour. Strain through the cheese¬ 
cloth and stir In 3 pints of New Orleans 
molasses, iy t pints of strained honey, 
and 6 whole cloves. Return to the fire 
and allow to simmer for 10 minutes, 
aguln strain, add one heaping tea- 
spoonful of cream of tartar, and when 
cold seal In air-tight bottles. Serve in 
tail-stemmed glasses with one table- 
spoonful of shaved ice, a pinch of bak¬ 
ing soda, and one teaspoonful of finely 
minced candied orange peel. Only fill 
the glasses two-thirds full, as when 
stirred the beverage will foam high. 
Keep the bottled mead in an ice-cold, 
dark place, so that when needed it may 
be used immediately without having 
to undergo a cooling process. 

Fruit Punch with Ginger.—Mix to¬ 
gether in a large bowl one pared and 
sliced cucumber, two oianges, and 
three lemons. Sprinkle with one cup- 
Jul N of sugar and half a cupful of the 
syrup from preserved ginger. Make a 
sugar und water syrup, boiling it down 
until quite thick, add one cupful of it 
to the mixture, and pour in two quarts 
pf ginger ale. In the glass punch¬ 
bowl place a block of crystal-clear ice. 
Pour over it the effervescing punch and 
6erve at once. On top of the punch in 
the howl float thin slices of the pre¬ 
served ginger and candied cherries cut 
in halves. 

VelVet Milk Sherbet.—Scald one pint 
of milk, add one cupful of sugar, and 
stir until dissolved ; set away to cool. 
Pock the freezer and pour the milk into 
Ihe can and let stand until ice-cold— 
puy 5 minutes—then add the strained 
juice of 3 lemons. Turn the lymdle un¬ 
til the sherbet is quite thick, then add 
Ihe whites of two eggs whipped stiff 
and dry with a cupful of powdered 
sugar. Stir Into the freezing mixture, 
repack, and set away for two hours to 
ripen. The sherbet is a delicious 
“coolness” to sene to callers on & 
warm afternoon with the accompani¬ 
ment of a niece of angel cake, the top

Remedy for Damp Walls.*—Dissolve 
six ounces of mottled soap In two 
quurts of water. Carefully lay this 
composition over the brick-work with 
a large flat brush. This must not. 
lather on the surface. Leave for 
twenty-four hours to settle. Mix a 
quarter of a pound of alum with two 
gallons of water, allow it twenty-four 
hours to settle, then apply it in the 
same manner over the soap mixture. 
This process should be carried out in 
dry weather. Before applying the per¬ 
manent walbpaper, cover the damp 
patch with some brown paper and 1st 
it dry for a couple of days. 

NOT TO BE TAKEN WITH SALT. 

Salt used in sweeping carpet# will 
keep out moths. 

Added to a bucket of water salt aids 
as a fire extinguisher. 

Salt and vinegar will remove stains 
from discolored teacups. 

A teaspoonful of salt in the lamp 
causes kerosene oil to give a brighter 
light. ., „ 

Salt in the oven under baking-tins 
will prevent their scorching on the bob 
tom. 

Salt thrown on soot which has fallen 
on the carpet will prevent it making a 
stain. 

New calicoes soaked in a strong 
solution of salt and water for an hour 
will retain their colors better. 


PACKING DONTS. 

Don’t pack clothes in a trunk which 
las not been used for some time with- 
ut airing the latter; it may have been 
ying in a damp corner. Don’t start 
lacking before you have collected to¬ 
other all the things required, else you 
nay, at the last moment, be obliged to 
queeze some heavy article in the top 
f the trunk, und thus crush lighter 
rticles. Don’t forget that a dress bo- 
ice or blouse must have the sleeves 
tuffed with soft paper, and any crush- 
bie trimmings, such os lace or chif- 
jn should be stulfed out with rolled- 
ip tissue-paper; otherwise all the 
reshness will be gone when brought 
j light again.

FOR GERMANY’S SAFETY 


DEPENDENCE ON IMPORT® DE¬ 
MAND® POWER AT SEA. 

Success of Her Policy Dependent on 
Force, Which She Must he Able 
to Apply. 

An Englishman resident in Germany 
contributes to the Pall MaU 
interesting exposition of the Cernian 
weltpolitik by a Government ofliclal cl 
high standing, who la a prominent fig- 
ure In the Hwi-tierinenlc 
and an ardent supporter of the Kaisers 
naval scheme. He says: 

“It Is not the instinct of aggression, 
but stern necessity which is forcing is 
to become a sea power. More than a 
quarter of our people are already being 
fed on imported cereals. Quite one- 
third of our raw fodstuffs comes from 
abroad. About 75 per cent of our for¬ 
eign trade is borne on the sea. H our 
coast were blockaded we should, how¬ 
ever powerful our army, be forced into 
submission because millions of our peo¬ 
ple could be driven to starvation. It 
lc not too muen to admit that In <*se of 
a stoppage of the Atlantic export trade 
in raw products from the United States 
German Industries would fall to the 
ground like a house built of cards. 

“It Is our recognition of the utter de¬ 
pendence of German industry and even 
the vitality of the body politic upon the 
volume of our Imposts which has revo* 
lutionlzed the Garman policy and forced 
upon us the construction of a great 
navy, the second Impulse being the 

ACQUIREMENT OF COLONIES, 
and a desire to expand across the seas 
on economic and political lines. If 
Germany cannot obtain either by com¬ 
mercial treay or political power some 
grekt territory in reserve for the grow¬ 
ing population from which she can sat¬ 
isfy the need of products grown in tem¬ 
perate and tropical zones then she must 
artificially check the population and 
lower the standard of living or resume 
her former humble place in the concert 
of Powers. Can you believe this will 
content us Germans of the (twentieth 
century? 

"The future is brimful of danger to 
Germ, n progress. Stretching over the 
whole of northern Asia we see the great 
Russi n Empire barring the entry of 
Germ in goods, the self-sufficient Am¬ 
erican continent, with unlimited econo¬ 
mic possibilities threatening the Euro¬ 
pear market, and finally the confirma¬ 
tion of Chamberlainism In ihe self-con- 
tai ied British Empire in taxing all for¬ 
eign trade and in effective occupation 
of one-fifth of the entire surface of ihe 
globe. So long as Germany cap sell her 
Industrial products to those States from 
which she receives such products in the 
raw she can thrive upon her rivals, but 
what is to become of her should Russian 
and American industry be directed to 
satisfy the home market entirely, while 
o British Imperial Customs Union shuts 
out her exports? 

“It Is because she Is ever looking 
ahead that Germany is directing her en¬ 
ergies to develop her trade in those parts 
where the greatest increase of trade has 
been recently taking place, primarily 

CENTRAL AND SOUTH AMERICA 

and such Asian and African empires jw 
are still Independent and the Balkans, 
and secondarily in the colonies of those 
Powers that have not shut us out Dy 
tariffs. All this demands maritime pow¬ 
er. for if we are not strong enough at 
sea to keep open the corn trade routes, 
or even In certain circumstances to nut 
pressure upon corn exporling countries 
our national existence wil be threaten 
ed. 

“In spite of the radical Socialist fa 
natics the ultimate success of our com¬ 
mercial policy is dependent upon force 
and this-force we mean to he in a posi¬ 
tion to exercise whenever our interests 
demand it. Our future welfare must de¬ 
pend on our Rbility to obtain n firm 
liold on additional territory or to pre 
vent territory being appropriated by

FAMOUS FOR WEDDINGS 


Many romantic stories centre around 
past ceremonies in the famous parish 
church of St. George’s, Hanover Square, 
says the London Daily Mali. 

The flrsN wedding in the registers at 
St. George's la recorded simply, in 
brown ink, now barely decipherable 
“April 30, 1725, David Williams and 
Sarah Thomas, both of this parish.” 
Commoners led the way for peers and 
embryo Presidents, for Mr. Roosevelt 
went, there to he married the second 
time in 1886. There, true enough, is Ids 
tilted, rough-looking signature, “Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt,” and below that of his 
wife, Edith Kermit Carow. He is de¬ 
scribed as a ranchman, of Browns 
Hotel, and a widower. In all tne many 
thousand entries it is the only one with 
the description “ranchman.” 

Back a century In the registers there 
is the record, on Sept. 6, 1791, of the 
marriage of Sir William Hamilton to the 
well known “Emma, Lady Hamilton," 
whom later Nelson loved so truly and 
Romney painted beautifully In a hun¬ 
dred poses. Disraeli married there the 
lady who proved such a practical help¬ 
mate. On April 18, 1839, is the marri¬ 
age "of the Marquis of Douro, son of 
the Duke of Wellington. The witnesses 
are the Duke and his two brothers. Oni 
March 8, 1869, appears the written evi¬ 
dence in her own hand of the bigamy 
of the Duchess of Kingston. Her hus¬ 
band was alive when she signed the reg¬ 
ister at St. George's as a spinster. Sev¬ 
en years after she was convicted. 

On May 6. 1880. “George Eliot,” the 
novplist, came to her wedding with John 
Walter Cross. ‘The plainest bride." 
says Mr. Malsey, who has seen 7,2u0 
married during hi9 29 years at the 
church, “I ever saw.” The signature of 
Mr. Gladstone is very frequent. The 
most memorable occasion was that of 
the marriage of Mr. Asquith and Miss 
Tennant, whom Lord Roseberry and Mr. 
Balfour signed, too. The names of three 
Premiers and one potential Premier in 
a space half an inch high! 

GRANDEST IN DECORATING. 

This wedding was the grandest from 
the point of view of decoration of the 
church that the oldest parishioner re¬ 
members. It was only approached by 
that of Miss Evelyn Millard, the favor¬ 
ite actress, who walked up the aisle be¬ 
neath u continuous arching bower :.f 
beautiful crimson ramblers. The most 
popular wedding was the one last month 
of Lady Mary Hamilton, when Inou- 
sands of eager would-be guests took 
possession of the street, while within 
everything was in perfect order, and the 
service was listened to with hushed at¬ 
tention. King Edward was there and 
signed the register. The clerk treasures 
the pen he used. It is to be an heirloom. 
Last year Lord Graham’s opponent. Mr. 
H. M. Pearson, stood at the same altur 
with Lady Beryl Spencer Churcnill. 

It must not be forgotten in this list 
of the famous and notable that Signor 
Marconi, the inventor of wireless tele¬ 
graphy, and Lady Sarah Wilson, who 
was shut up in Mafeking, were bolh 
married at St. George’s. While the only 
time that Princess Ena of Battenberg, 
now Queen of Spain, signed the register 
was on Dec. 7, 1905, at the marriage of 
Viscount Lewisham and Lady Ruperla 
Carrington. 

The atmosphere of the St. George ves¬ 
try is brimful of romantic and good 
stories. I am able to tell a few, but :n 
many, for reasons that will be readily 
appreciated, the names will be omitted. 
It was at St. George’s on April 30, 1904, 
that a lady of title married her coach¬ 
man. After the wedding in the after¬ 
noon the verger went to the house with 
the marriage certificate. He usked for 
Ihe bridegroom.

Lot stand in a 
cold place about an hour. (look three red 
beets until tender, plunge them in cold 
water In remove the skins (by rubbing 
the skins will slip off readily), then 
cut heels in thin slices and the sliecs in 
narrow strips.

A nmn who knows many explorers 
was talking the other day about the 
discouraging experiences that most of 
them have in trying to raise funds for 
their work. 

“At last," he said, “Captain Bernier 
has enough money to fit out his expedi¬ 
tion and lie has started for the Arctic 
on the vessel the Canadian Government 
has placed at his service. 

'That man has lived with his Arctic 
project constantly in his mind for the 
lust eight years. He has talked about 
it incessantly with any man, group of 
men or society thut would listen to 
him. He was glad if anybody would 
promise to give him even $5 as sooj) 
as the necessary sum was pledged. 

“Two years ago the promised fund 
which was to come from hundreds of 
sources amounted to $02,000. He need¬ 
ed at least $13,000 more for a sate 
tlnancial basis. 

"You cun’t ask a man with any hope 
of success to put his hand into his 
pocket for you if you wear a desperate 
und lugubrious uir. You must ussume 
jollity and confidence, 

THOUGH YOU HAVE THEM NOT. 

"Bernier always laughed and joked 
with the men who told him he wus a 
crunk und a bore. He hus a vein of 
humor thut has doubtless helped to add 
thousands of dollars to ids fund. 

‘A year ago last winter he kept a 
band of travellers roaring with the lale 
of his triuls und tribulutions. and they 
thought it the best joke of the evening 
when he told them with much solemnity 
how implicitly he relied upon them for 
the last few thousands he needed. It 
is Bernier’s unfailing good humor as 
well as his enthusiasm and his complete 
confidence in himself and his plans 
that hus helped him to surmount his 
financial difficulties. 

“His expedition will undoubtedly re¬ 
present an investment of at leust $125,- 
000, coun'.ing in ttie line ice ship which 
the Canadian Government has donuted.

CdNSVNPTION IN FRANCE 


APPALLING DEATH RATE IN THE 
CITIES AND TOWNS. 

A Proportion of St Out of Every Tefe 
Thousand — Laundry Workers 
and Bakers Sutter Most. 

A report just received at the Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce and Labor from Con¬ 
sular Clerk Augustus E. Ingrain, sta¬ 
tioned ot Paris, contains the statement 
that 150,000 persons die each year in 
France from tuberculosis. i r ? p ‘ 
resents 39 deaths out of every 10,000 in* 
habitants. Tills appaling death roll, It 
is reported by Mr. Ingram, has led to 
a critical examination of French vital 
statistics, and many Interesting facts 
have been brought out showing Ine 
basis on which these statistics have 
been established. 

Deflnite information was received 
from only 713 cities and towns having 
u population of more than 5,000 inhabi¬ 
tants, making a total of 12,000,000 in¬ 
habitants, among whom the mortality 
from tuberculosis amounted.to 42,000 a 
year. This has served as a calculation 
for the rest of the country, and to it is 
added tne deaths from 

CHRONIC BRONCHITIS 

(approximately 50,000), making in this 
way a total of 150,000 deaths from tub¬ 
erculosis. 

Prof. Albert Robin has established 
from the statistics of 1901, 1902, and 
1903 that tuberculosis increases in en 
almost regular proportion to the density 
of population. In Paris, for example, 
the percentage of deaths from tubercul¬ 
osis is 45.2; in cities if tOO.OOO to 492,- 
000 population, 34.4 per cent.; In cities 
of 20,000 to 30,000 inhabitants, 30.8 per 
cent.; in cities of 5,000 to 10,000, 23.4 per 
cent., and in cities of 1,000 to 5,000, 20.4 
per cent. 

The question of the effect of certain 
occupations on this disease has been 
carefully investigated in France. It 
was found that those trades that bring 
persons into contuct with dust are es¬ 
pecially dangerous. Enquiries among 
policemen, poslal employes, and luun* 
dry workers revealed a disastrous con¬ 
dition of affairs. Among 257 workmen 
carefully kept under observation, con¬ 
sisting of carpenters, joiners, floor-lay¬ 
ers, and packers, all living under prac¬ 
tically the same conditions, tne mor¬ 
tality from tuberculosis amounted lo 
more than 30 per cent. Laundry work¬ 
ers. however, were found to be the most 
seriously affected. In some neighbor¬ 
hoods the mortality

from tuberculosis reached the total t ? 

73 per cent. .So deadly is the handling 
of indiscriminate soiled linen tljut young 
, women succumb after un average of 
1 15 years, while men last from 13 to 22 
! years. 

The Paris bakers, a few years ago, 

! formed an organization for the improve- 
1 ment of the unsanitary conditions un- 
• der which they have to work. II is as- 
: serted authoritatively that despite the 
Government inspection of bakeries and 
the modern hygenic apparatus, 440.000 
out of 400.000 bakers in Paris, France, 
suffer with tuberculosos. 

The campaign against tuberculosis in 
( France has assumed such national irn* 

I portunce that the Academy of Medicine 
ut Puris hus during the past three 
months ben discussing the necessity for 
the compulsory declaration of cases of 
tuberculosis by the doctors in attend¬ 
ance, but this has met with a storm of 
opposition, it being contended that there- 
\ by the large army of consumptives would 
bo deprived of means of support, sine* 
j no one would then knowingly employ 
i them.

The French Stute Departnfent of Pub¬ 
lic Charities, regarding this struggle 
against tuberculosis as a national und 
sociul duty, is considering the estab¬ 
lishment id special hospitals fpr tuber¬ 
culosis putienls, both in Paris und 
throughout the country, where such pa¬ 
tients cun be properly ireuted and special 
treatment given them. 


COMPRESSED AIR ON RAILWAYS. 

A novel use of compressed air Is 
nade by railway companies in the 
iouthern States. When the loads of 
ollon are being taken lo the coust 
here is always danger of their be- 
ornlng duniuged through sparks from 
he locomotives. To prevent this the 
acomolive boilers are filled with com- 
»ressed air. A trainload of several 
hou&and bales of cotton can be hauled

TREASURES LOST TO GERMANY 

London Dealers Buy One of the Mosf 
Famous Collections. 

There is something akin to consterna¬ 
tion in Berlin art circles at a piece el 
news that has leaked out, though no¬ 
thing bus as yet appeared about it in the 
press. 

Messrs Duveen Brothers, the London 
art dealers, have witliin the last lew 
days bought the entire coleclion of 
works of art formed by the late Herr 
Oscar Hainauer, a collection which is 
generally considered to be the linest of 
Its kind in Germany. Herr Hainauer 
was not only himself a great connois¬ 
seur in all the varied manifestations of 
Renaissance art, but was helped by the 
advice of Dr. Wilhelm Bode, who is 
considered the greatest authority on art 
in Germany, and, perhaps, on the entire 
Continent. 

When Herr Hainauer died in 1894 he 
left some few exceedingly vuiuabla 
pieces to the Berlin Museum, though the 
bulk of the collection passed into the 
possession of his widow. Dr. Bode 
cherished the hope that the whole col¬ 
lection would evenluully pass to the 
State, or be presented by some wealthy 
enthusiast, but apparently nobody felt 
inclined to pay the $1,250,000 at widen 
it was appraised by its owner, and for 
which it has now passed into the hands 
of Messrs. Duveen, of London. 

Paintings and sculpture in marble, 
bronze, terra cottu, wood und ivory, 
tapestries, and embroideries, furniture 
and stained glass, clocks, enamels, il¬ 
luminated manuscripts, fayeine pottery, 
medals, and church plate figure in the 
catalogue of the collection, which is to 
be shipped forthwith lo England, and 
will probably be placed on exhibition 
al the Duven Galeries. 

Among the pictures ure a portrait by 
Botticelli, a Mudonuu by Lippo Lippi, 
and paintings by P. Pollaiuolo. Patinir, 
Mostaert, De Bles, Vasari, i lanuth, 
Cima da Conegliano. F. Boll, and many 
by many unknown masters. But the 
finest section is tne sculpture, which 
Includes many pieces of inestimable 
value by Antonto Rossellino. Mino de 
Fiesole, Andrea della Robbia, Luca della 
Robbia, Antonio Pollajuoio, P. VUcher, 
Andrea Ricco, Gian Bologna, and otheea 
of equal note. 

This is the second important collec¬ 
tion in Germany ttiat has within I he 
last few months been sold to foreign 
countries, and art lovers are getting 
seriously alarmed at this exodus of art 
• that can never again be rt-

Sold last year on the Clyde, for 
Dreuklng up purposes, was a ship that 
spent tlUrty years in running imu 
Ganger, in collision twice, had the liie 
ooai put out to her four years running, 
lemained the perpetuul joy of insurance 
companies, and yet notalng could kill 
her. In all these disasters she scarcely 
nid herself any damage, and she >s 
known fur and wide as a ship with a 
charmed life. 

Her name was the Hardacre, an iron 
•teamer, built in the late seventies, and 
on her first voyuge she distinguished 
herself by running amuck through the 
Channel Fleet ut night, witn both her 
side-lights out, for they would not burn. 
£he met nineteen steel warships, in¬ 
cluding destroyers, travelling at full 
speed in close formation, and was .-o 
closely shaved that one chipped her traf- 
fail. 

She sunk one torpedo-boat, caused 
two others to collide, and came out 
Of the encounter having done £25,000 
Worth of dumage, but having barely £25 
herself. Three months later sue went 
ashore on Dungeness In a storm, but 
was towed off unhurt. A German 
barque ran into her and sunk itself the 
year following, without doing much 
dainuge lo the Hardacre, which became 
known as 


THE “HARD-TO-K1LL." 

After driving ushure near Yarmouth 
in u fog, and sinking a vessel lishing 
on the Newfoundland Hunks not long 
afterwards, she broke down in the 
Channel, and was driven on lo hie 
French cuust in u gule, her crew being 
taken off by the rocket apparatus. 
Though posted at first as a totul wreck, 
she was lowed off, patched up, uud sent 
on a voyuge to the Argentine, where her 
pilot “piled her up” on a dangerous reef 
in l ad weather. .Still she refused to die 
for she was refloated and docked, sent 
to sea once more, and was run into by 
a cattle boat on the way home, but by 
amazing good lurk, was not sunk. Her 
repairs, from beginning to end, cost 
£1 1 ,000—or rather more than twice her 
value. She continued unklllable until 
she wore out with old age, and was con¬ 
demned by the .Hoard of Trade. 

One of the most astonishing records 
held by any ship wus that of the Brit¬ 
ish burque Emerald, which becoming 
unmanageable off Gape Horn, wus driv¬ 
en by wind and tide through the ter¬ 
rible Magellan Straits, and came out un¬ 
seal hod ut tile other end though she 
made a good purl of the voyuge side¬ 
ways, or stern first, between the terrible 
walls of rock and tide-races, only the 
finest full-powered steamers under thor¬ 
ough control ullempt to face. 

Her performance is unique, und not 
likely ever to be beaten, for the odds 
against her were about the same us one 
would give a runaway four-in-hund 
conch galloping from end to end of

WITHOUT COMING TO GHIF.F. 


Description of the Canadian High Com¬ 
missioner's Magnificent 
Property. 

Kinlochbeg, which include* Blackcor- 
ries, in the parish of Lismore and Ap- 
pin and county of Argyll, has an area 
o? about 40,000 acres. The small shiel¬ 
ing known os Mealanruach (Meall nan 
Raudhag), of triangular shape, which 
lies in the middle of the forest, forms 
part of Ballachullsh estate, but is rent¬ 
ed by Lord Strathcona and Mount 
Royal, the proprietor of Kinlochbeg. 

TWENTY MERK LAND. 

Lord Starthcona’s estate forms the 
bulk of what was In the seventeenth 
century known as the Twenty Merk land 
of Glencoan. in the old Lordship of 
Lorn, which formed the subject of a 
grant by James Earl of Perth to John 
Stewart of Ardsheal in 1685, and was 
then held In feu of the Earl of Argyll. 
In 1685 Stewart of Ardsheal subfeited 
part of it to Macdonald of Achtriachtan, 
and In 1693 another part to Macdonald 
of Glencoe, and he also seems to have 
feued other parts. In 1701 he sold the 
remainder to Robert Stewurt of Appin. 
Subsequently the bulk of the property 
feued to Macdonald of Achtriachtan was 
acquired by the proprietor of the estate 
of Appin. ’and the proprietor of that es¬ 
tate also acquired from the Duke of 
Argyll the superorlty of the Old Twen¬ 
ty Merk land. 

TWENTW MILES. 

Lord Strathcona acquired the lands 
which wefe feued out In 1693 to Mac¬ 
donald of Glencoe and Also parts of the 
Twenty Merk land of glencoan which 
formed part of the ApjWh estate, includ¬ 
ing the superiority, so that Lord .Strath¬ 
cona nolds the whole property of the 
Grown. Ills territory stretches twenty 
miles 'from east to west: from north to 
south the breadth varies from two to 
six miles. The large mansion erected 
by Lord Strathcona was designed by 
Sir Rownnd Anderson, and is under¬ 
stood to have cost nearly £50.000, in¬ 
cluding the laying out of the grounds. 
H Is lighted bv electricity and built on 
the old and historical property of Glen¬ 
coe. overlooking Loch Leven. with Loch 
Linnho in the distance, and the Morven 
Hnd Kingairloch hills in the background. 
MADE THREE LAKES. 

Lord Strathcona formed three lakes 
near the house, und has made a special 
feature of autumn flowering shrubs and 
plants, us well us autumn flowers, vege¬ 
tables und fruit. There Is also a nur¬ 
sery of trees from which extensive 
planting is made every year. The 
landiug pier for yachts is within a few 
hundred yards of the house. There are 
two shooting boxes, one at the Coalisn- 
acoan further up Loch Leven, und an¬ 
other in the middle of the Blaekcorries 
was ufforesled early in last century, but 
Kinjochbeg, Goalisacoan and Strone were 
cleared comparatively recently, ami 
only ufler 11 was found absolutely un¬ 
profitable to graze sheep. 

LAND LIES HIGH.

Clouds Tell You More About the Wea¬ 
ther Thao You Gao Learn From 
Any Other S igns. 

Why is it that shepherds can, as a 
rule, forecast to* weather as success¬ 
fully as the Meierological Office itself? 
Not one in ten has a barometer or r 
thermometer, or any other instrument 
of the kind. 

It is simply because they watch the 
sky, and notice the shapes and colors 
of the clouds and the pace at which they 
travel. But the worst of tt is that those 
who live In towns cannot see much of 
the clouds, and residents in the country 
rarely take the trouble to study them. 

To one uneducated in sky signs ap¬ 
pearances are most deceptive, for what 
seems at first sight a very fine-looking 
sky is often a sure indication to the in¬ 
itiated of bad weather, while sometimes 
a dull-looking sky is a prophecy of a 
dry spell. 

You can tell more from the clouds at 
sunrise and sunset than at any other 
horn's. If you see small, light clouds 
high above the rising sun you may be 
practically certain tnat the day is going 
tc be fine. On the other hand, the sky 
at sunrlse % may be absolutely cloudless, 
yet, if the tint along the eastern horizon 
is red, orange, or yelldw\ It is more 
than probable thut there will be rain 
before night. The harder the color the 
more likelihood there is of a storm. 

THE WORST SIGN. 

A green sky is a still worse sign, and 
a greenish cloud in the soutn-east is the 
most ominous sign of all. It means 
wind as well as rain. 

After a wet day watch the clouds at 
sunset. If they break at all and begin 
to travel more slowly the w-eather will 
probably moderate. If their edges turn 
red or golden you may be almost cer¬ 
tain that vou are in for a couple of 
duys, at least, of fine warm weather. 

Sometimes, after a perfect day, the 
blue sky suddenly becomes speckled 
over with little, curly, pale-colored 
clouds which grow in number and size, 
and eventually cover the sky. These in¬ 
dicate a change of weather, and .you 
can tell how soon it w’ill come b^tne 
height of these clouds, and at the ifngth 
of time*thev take to form. The longer 
they take the longer, as a rule, Vill be 
the interval before the weather changes. 

One more certain sign of bad weather 
is leaden-hued clouds moving out of the 
northwest. 

There are four common forms or 
clouds, wmich are known as cirrus, 
stratus, cumulus, and nimbus. Cirrus 
is what w'e usually call mare’s tails. It 
lies higher than any other form of cloud, 
rising sometimes to ten miles above 
the earth’s surface. 11 tells you a great 
deal about wind. 

WATCH CUMULUS. 

At great heights the air currents ere 
different from those near the surface, 
but the wind above will more often than 
not eventually descend. So if a storm 
from the west has been blowing, and 
clears sufficiently for you to see cirrus 
cloud, you can tell what is going lo 
happen. If the ends of tnc wind clouds 
ore curled back from the east fine wea¬ 
ther is coming, if not, a second storm 
is approaching. When cirrus lies in 
long, straight wisps from west to east, 
be sure that rain is coming. 

Cumulus is the cloud you see lying n 
heavy, conical heaps. It is more com¬ 
mon in summer than in winter. Watch 
it in the evening. If the heaps decrease 
fine weather is coming: if they harden or 
increase, and their bases are fiat, look 
out for rain and possibly thunder. 

Stratus is the flat bands of cloud which 
forms at sunset on u fine day. It rises 
from the earth, and is distinctly a fine 
weather cloud. It is also the fog cloud.

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SILK FROM GUNCOTTON. 

Frenchmen Threaten to Put the Silk¬ 
worm Out of Business. 

Science threatens to put the silkworm 
out of business. French chemists huvo 
discovered at least three distinct me¬ 
thods of competing with the old reliable 
but extremely delibeiate silkworm. 

~ Perhaps the most interesting of tiie^e 
h the manufacture of silk from guncot¬ 
ton, which also serves us a base for he 
most powerful of modern explosvvs. 

The viscous fluid from which the silk 
worm spins his thread is chemically 
duplicated by u process described in the 
Technical World. The fabric thus pro¬ 
duced is inflammable, und in order to 
remedy this defect it is treated with an 
alkali sulp.oide solution. 

The founders of the new industry have 
kept in view not so much the exact re¬ 
production of notural silk as the pro¬ 
duction of a substance wldch embraces 
Its valuable properties.

Some Simple Tests by Water, Taste 
and Ink Spot. 

I In- expert of diamonds can detect un 
imitation us a rule ul a glunce, but not 
so tne ordinary individual. An imita¬ 
tion diamond is never so brilliant as a 
genuine stone, and a very simple test 
is to place it under water. The imi- 
lution stone is p:Helically extinguished, 
while a genuine diamond will continue 
to sparkle. When ’possible a genuine 
stone should be pluced beside the Imi¬ 
tation one under water, and the con¬ 
trast will at once be apparent. x 

Another very simple and elllcient test 
i< to place n drop of wafer on the stone 
and ca refullv observe the res ill. The 
stone should first tie verv carefully 
cleansd. On an imitation diamond the 
drop, however small, will delinquesce. 
hut on n true .stone the drop will retain 
its original shape. 

Perhaps the simple:,! method of all, 
however, is to examine on ink-spot on 
a sheet of white poner through u dia¬ 
mond bv holding the under surface 
against the eye. If tire stone be coun¬ 
terfeit the black spot will appear greatly 
magnified, or nl least doubled. TlVe 
outline will, moreover, appear blurred 
and indistinct. By using u magnifying 
glass ihe test eon readily be made ab¬ 
solute.

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WHY IS-A NEGRO BLACK? 

The Sun’s Rays of One Particular Lati¬ 
tude is the Cause of It. 

The origin of color in unythlng has 
always provided scientists with an Inter¬ 
esting study—the origin of color in hu¬ 
man .skin in particular. 

There are between the cuticles of the 
skin certain pigmoTits which, when act¬ 
ed upon by light lays, produce different 
tints. What those tints will be depends 
upon the ungle at which the rays of the 
sun fall upon the pigments. At the 
equator the rays are about vertical; ut 
the poles they slunt at an angle un¬ 
known in the tropics, and the chemical 
effects of the different kinds of rays up¬ 
on the pigments of the skin vary con¬ 
siderably Thus we get a lurge number 
of tints of the skin, from the whik to 
the yellow, yellow to red, and red to 
black, many intermediate shades being 
peculiar to certain latitudes. 

The pigments themselves change 
through generations of exposure to the 
sun-rays of one particular latitude. so 
that Ihe skin of a child assumes the col¬ 
or. slightly modified of its ancestors, 
even when the child has been borne and 
reared in a strange part of the world. 
Thus, if a colony of negroes und ne- 
press td settled In Britain, their descen¬ 
dants would become paler with each 
generation, until eventually there would 
be no trace whatever of the original 
color. Whiles settling in the tropics 
would bo affected in a similar way. the 
color gradually deepening with each gen¬ 
eration.

Do British warships breed consump¬ 
tion? 'The popular delusion is that the 
sailor, spending his life just where the 
uir is purest, is Ihe last person in the 
world to develop lung trouble. Strange 
lc. say, the average warship is one of 
the deadliest of pluce.s to live In, for Ihe 
uir between the decks quickly becomes 
foul, und remains so. The newest nav¬ 
al ship-building plans show, however, 
thut Jack’s health is In the future to 
have more consideration. Electrically- 
driven fans und other contrivances are 
lc be fitted lo new vessels to ensure a 
proper circulation of Qir through even 
the most remote of alley-ways. An¬ 
other boon to the Jack Tars is the odop* 
tion on bourd ship of approved appli¬ 
ances for cooking and baking, so that 
the men in the new vessels will be able 
to get fresh bread as regularly os the 
German and French naval crews already 
gel it.

Recently, 
when the King of Slum paid a visit to 
Paris, a number of bedrooms were re¬ 
served directly above thut in which the 
King was to have slept, for the dusky 
followers of the Royal visitors.

INSIDE THE PRSON WALLS IS NO 
PREVENTIVE. 

Some of the Most Daring Crimes Are 
Planned and Hatched 
There. 

If, armed with an order from the 
Home Ofiioe, you walk as u writer di*l 
recently, through the workshops of a 
great convict prison, you notice with 
surprise that in a large room, such, for 
instance, as the tailors’ shop, there are 
only two or three warders to look alter 
some fifty or sixty convicts, says Lon¬ 
don Answers. 

Now, us ull are uwure, the rule of a 
convict prison is ubsolute silence. The 
men may, on occasion, speak to lh«* 
wurders, and they may chut with t»-e 
chaplains, but among themselvci they 
must not converse. One warder, how¬ 
ever, wutchful us he may be, cannot 
possibly keep his eye upon twenty or 
thirty men ut once, and the result is 
that the lull of silence is more honored 
in the breach than tne observance. 

Besides, old “lags'' invariably have 
leurnt how to talk without moving the'r 
tips, and consequently they constantly 
converse among themselves without fear. 
It is u fact, as any old convict will tell 
you if you gain his confidence that some

When the Materiel For Oar Green¬ 
back* la Mode. 

Tbo national flag flies over the “gov¬ 
ernment mill/* owned by the Crane 
family at Dalton, Mass., because all 
tbo paper for the United States green¬ 
backs Is made there. It Is one of a 
group of mills In which the Cranes 
have made paper for more than a cen- 
! tury. The founder was Zeuus Crane, 
j Before ho could get the first mill start- 
] ©d ho bad to have a large quantity of 
rags. But rags wero scarcer in those 
days thau now. The Italian had not 
then arrived, the Junk shop was un¬ 
known, and, although the rag buyer 
| pussed through the streets of Boston 
! once a week, he had not yet appeared 
In the western part of the state. This 
resulted In an appeal to tho people, 
based on high economic and patriotic 
grounds. Handbills appeared with the 
headlines In large type: “Americans, 
encourage your own manufactures, 
and they will Improve! Ludles, save 
your rags!" 

They were carried to all the homes 
and shops In Berkshire and adjoining 
counties, urging “every woman who 
bns the good of her country and the 
interests of her family at heart" to 
save her rags and send them to tho 
new factory or to the nearest store¬ 
keeper, “and a generous price will be 
paid." When the mill was ready tho 
rags were there in abundance, and op¬ 
erations at once commenced. The 
working force consisted of four men, 
two girls and a small boy, with Zeuus 
Crane as superintendent and chief pro¬ 
prietor. The paper was made In hand 
molds, and the output was 100 pounds 
a day. Today the output is many 
tons of the finest bank note paper.— 
World’s Work. 


THE WIND BELL. 

llow It la Conatrnctcd In Japan, It* 
Orlfclnul Home. 

The wind bell, as its name implies, 
is made to ring by the action of tho 
wind—in fact, tho wind bell is not a 
bell at all, strictly speaking, but a con¬ 
trivance composed of a number of 
pendants suspended in a circle from a 
ring and hung close together so that 
they will come into contact and pro¬ 
duce sounds when swayed by tho 
winds. 

Some wind bells produce souuds that 
are pleasing and musical. Some are 
made with glass pendants, some with 
pendants of metal; some are very 
small and simple in construction, oth¬ 
ers are large and massive and elabo¬ 
rate. 

The original homo of the wind bell Is 
Japan. In Its simplest form It Is com¬ 
posed of a number of narrow strips of 
glass, perhaps six inches In length, 
suspended lengthwise from a wire 
ring ubout two Inches In diameter. 
Within the circle formed by the strips 
thus suspended is hung by one corner 
a little square piece of glass halfway 
down the length of the long strips, the 
strips and the square piece ornament¬ 
ed with various Japanese characters 
and designs. This wind bell may lie 
hung up wherever a breeze will strike 
it and blow the strips into contact with 
one another aud with the square sus¬ 
pended among them.

Tiny coffins just lurge enough for a 
bird are kept in stock; also quantities 
of pale pink and blue cotton.

Tho effect 
when birdie’s renin Ins are “decently” 
conqiosed upon the pink and blue is 
excellent, sufficiently so to console the 
little mourning master or mistress. 
The children then convey their cotlln 
away for Interment. Funeral expenses 
are light.

WHEN IS A MAN 21? 

Thluk a Moment He fore You Attempt 
to Annwer the question, 

“It is often suid that luw is applied 
common sense,” said a professor of the 
Yale Law school the other day. “While 
It is true that luw principles originated 
in common sense, the law itself Is the 
combined experience of many men, for 
no two men unlnstruetod in law will 
agree us to what Is applied common 
sense. 

“Then there are many rules of law 
which undoubtedly have a common 
sense origin, but, conditions having 
changed, history fails to disclose this 
origin. Yet these very rules must be 
retained in order not to shake personal 
and property rights. Therefore no man 
can depend on his own uninstructcd 
common sense t© know the law. 

“To drive this statement home I have 
frequently put to nn Incoming law 
class the question, ‘When does an in¬ 
fant become of age?* The answer is 
always unanimous, ‘When he is twen¬ 
ty-one years old.' 

“The next question appears ridicu¬ 
lous to some and makes them laugh, 
while others set their alleged common 
sense at work and never with correct 
result, ‘When is a man twenty-one 
years old?’ 

“One student flays, ‘On his twenty- 
first birthday/ but of course ho does 
not mean it, for he is about a year out 
of the way. Another ventures, ‘On the 
twenty-first anniversary of his birth¬ 
day/ This sounds better, but even if 
correct is not specific enough. ‘When 
he has completed his twenty-first anni¬ 
versary/ ‘At the beginning of that day' 
and ‘On his twenty-first anniversary, 
at the precise hour of his birth/ are 
other answers. 

“And then I surprise the guessers by 
saying that they are all wrong. 

“In computing time It Is a general 
rule that the law disregards part of a 
day. In applying this rule, suppose a 
man was horn Just one minute before 
midnight on Jan. 2, 1880. 

“At midnight ho had lived but one 
minute, yet the day on Which he was 
born was ended and the law consid¬ 
ered him one day old. So in computing 
the twenty-one years which a man 
must live in order to reach his majori¬ 
ty we do not begin with the moment of 
birth, but with the commencement of 
the duy of bis birth. 

“Now, since we must start with the 
first moment of Jan. 2, 1880, It is per¬ 
haps natural to say that this man did 
not become twenty-one years old until 
the close of Jan. 1, 1001. Mathematic¬ 
ally speaking, this is true. 

“Twenty-one years in that sense re¬ 
quires that the last moment of Jan, 1, 
1001, should have arrived In order to 
make the man of age, and obviously 
be<*vas of age at that point of time. 
But here again the rule Is applied. 

“As the man was of age on the last 
moment of Jan. 1, the law disregards 
the entire part of the day intervening 
between the first moment and the Inst, 
and consequently he became in law 
twenty-one years old on the first mo-

Anxi¬ 
ety and nervousness are closely akin 
to fear, and both are so powerful in 
their effect as to rendvr it almost Im¬ 
possible for one to pc.’form perfectly 
any difficult or delieatq feat of skill. 
The mail who is afraid or anxious or 
nervous Is almost sure to fall. 

All emotions when intense have a 
powerful effect on the muscles. This 
is plainly seen in the tension of the 
muscles, cl Inching of hands and arms, 
as well as of the face, in anger, in the 
spasmodic breathing of excitement, 
in the muscular weakness and trem¬ 
bling of fear, and hi many other con¬ 
ditions that might Ik» mentioned. Now, 
in feats of skill of whatever nature, 
whether balancing, juggling, marks¬ 
manship, tumbling or shot putting, It 
is necessary that Just'thc right muscles 
must ho used at just the right instant 
and to Just the right degree. When, 
however, the muscles are disturbed by 
emotional excitement, such delicate ad¬ 
justment is impossible and the prob¬ 
able result Is failure. 

The montul state most conducive to 
success In games of skill Is confident 
calmness. And by practice this stuto 
of mind may he made ji habit—a habit 
most valuable in all games of skill, 
even in that game of skill called life.— 
Dr. W. R. C. I.atson In Outing. 


LIVING ON STILTS. 


A ftrauire Slicht In the French Tur¬ 
pentine <*ro?»Jnir Country. 

People live on sixteen foot stilts In 
the remarkable turpentine growing 
country of France. They don these 
stilts after breukfast and do not re¬ 
move them again till it Is time for bed. 

There are two reasons for the .wear¬ 
ing of stilts in the turpentine country. 
One Is the turpentine gathering. The 
other Is the herding of the great flocks. 

The turpentine comes from the mari¬ 
time pine. This tree is tapped, a shin¬ 
gle is inserted, and from the shingle is 
hung a tiny bucket Into which the tur¬ 
pentine drips. The tapping process is 
like that used on tho Americun sugar 
maple. 

Young pine trees arc tapped low, but 
with each year’s passage tho incision is 
made higher, so that it is not long bo- 
fore most of the trees are tapped twen¬ 
ty or thirty feet from tho ground. 

Hence the hugo stilts of the work¬ 
men. Oil these stilts they traverse the 
flat country, covering five or six yards 
with euch stride, and quickly and easi¬ 
ly they collect the turpentine that over¬ 
flows the little buckets hanging high 
up iu tho trees. 

It Is for hording also that tho stilts 
are useful. The country is very flat, 
and the herdsman unless he continual¬ 
ly climbed a tree would be unable to 
keep all tho members of bis hugo flock 
in sight. But striding about on his 
stilts he commands a wide prospect. 
He is always, as It were, upon a hill. 

The stilt wearers carry a fifteen foot 
staff with a round, flat top flke a din¬ 
ner plato. When It Is lunchtime or 
when they are tired they plant upright 
under them tho staff and sit down ou 
its round, flat top. Then In comfort, 
seated so dizzily high, they eat and 
rest and chatter-a strange sight to be¬ 
hold.

In mere con¬ 
versation we are upt to slip over diffi¬ 
culties by permitting ourselves vague¬ 
ness and inaccuracies of expression 
which would sternly demand correc¬ 
tion—and correction, too, easily kept 
in mind—when the written words look 
us in the face. To quicken the efficacy 
of this exercise requires, of course, a 
teacher able not only to pound gram¬ 
matical rules into the head of the pu¬ 
pil, hut also to stir up in the study of 
the language a mentally active Inter¬ 
est in the subjects spoken or written 
about—Carl Schurz’f Reminiscences in 
McClure’s. 


Sailors on Strike. 

That English soldiers or sailors 
should strike for more pay in a way 
such as we are accustomed to in trades 
sounds impossible, but such things 
have Occurred, the last time being la 
April, 1797, when the sailors demanded 
higher wages and literally struck, oth¬ 
erwise mutinying. The admiralty 
agreed to meet their demands, but, not 
doing so at once, the sailors aboard the 
Loudon struck or mutinied again, and 
for ordering the marines to fire, there¬ 
by killing some men, Admiral Oolpoys 
and bis captain were made prisoners 
by the sailors. On May 10 a special 
act was passed granting the Increased 
pay, and the king pardoned the muti¬ 
neers.—London Telegraph. 


Natural Spectacle*. 

Many birds are provided with natural 
spectacles, a transparent membrane 
called the third eyelid. This third eye¬ 
lid when not in use lies folded in the 
Inner corner of the eye. Two muscles 
work It, spreading it over the cornea or 
folding it up again much more cleverly 
than a man ran put on or take off his 
spectacles. But for its third eyelid the 
eagle could not look at the sun. The 
spectacled bear belongs lo Chile. Its 
Latin name Is Ursus ornatus. It is 
black, and around its eyes pale rings 
are drawn which have exactly the ap¬ 
pearance of a pair of goggles. 


Wind Velocity. 

The average velocity of the wind Is 
low, in most places between five and 
ten miles an hour, corresponding re¬ 
spectively lo wind pressure of from 
two ounces to eight ounces a square 
foot.

In the etrly settlement of New Eug- 
taverns were found to be a neces- 
.•Ity, and hence were established by 
law. They were usually under the sane* 
tlon and surveillance of the town offl- 
clala, says Mr. Hudson In “The History 
of Concord, Mats.," and these officials 
had to grant, limit or revoke an fon- 
holder's license, either as a victualler 
or a seller of liquors. 

The keeper of the ordinary might be 
a deacon, a military officer, a civil offi¬ 
cial or a deputy to the general court. 
HI* house was a convenient place for 
convocations, important or unimpor¬ 
tant, and there might be held in It a 
parish meeting, a military election, a 
council of clergymen or an assessors’ 
talk. 

So Important was the ordinary that 
Its affaire, such us the establishment of 
prices, the limitation of patronage and 
the quality and quantity of goods to 
be sold, were regulated by colonial law. 

In order to discourage the use of 
strong drinjf at these pluces it was en¬ 
acted about 1034 by the colonial court 
that not over a penny a quart should 
be charged for all purchased out of 
mealtimes. It was also ordered that 
not more thun a penny a drink should 
bo charged for any beverage. This was 
done to make the business of dramsell- 
Ing unprofitable. At another time it 
was enacted by law that every Inn¬ 
keeper should sell good beer, “lest a 
traveler for want of it might purchase 
wine.” 

A law was passed at uu early date 
by which a person appointed for the 
purpose could Join a drinking company 
at u tavern nnd countermand any or¬ 
der made by uny member of it for a 
drink in cuse he believed the member 
was drinking too much, and ho could 
also direct how much liquor could be 
drunk. 

At one time no tuvern keeper was al¬ 
lowed to penult guests to remuln at 
his house “tippling in uu idle way.” 
In 1004 u penalty was enucted for rude 
singing at inns, and the court also 
undertook at one time to determine 
how much a man might drink without 
being considered drunk.

Lord Kitchener of Khartum Generally 
Has His Own Way. 

A few months ago “K. of K."—as the 
British have nicknamed Lord Kitchener 
of Khartum—found himself engaged in 
a prolonged discussion with the com¬ 
mandant of a native corps in India who 
had applied for funds to fit his men out 
with brand new uniform*.

After this had happened 
several times, says the Grand Magazine, 
“K/s” putience became exhausted, and 
he sent word to say that he would come 
and inspect the corps himself. 

The colonel rubbed his bands with de¬ 
light, and on the appointed day care¬ 
fully instructed his dusky wurriors to 
don their oldest and most rrtgged gar¬ 
ments, In order to furnish a practical 
demonstration of their sartorial re¬ 
quirements. The commundant was 
reckoning without his host, however, 
for Lord Kitchener had no sooner run 
his critical eye down the ranks than he 
saw through the other’s little device.

INTERCHANGE SCHOLARS 


UNIQUE SCHEME OF Mft. W. 

TON, OF 


Propose* That 1M British La* 

Be Scot to the Colonies aad 
Replaced by Oar Bays. 

Mr.v W. Bl&kiston, ol Darlington, 
Yorkshire, England, is the originator of 
a scheme for an interchange of visits 
between schoolboys frohi the Mother 
Country to the colonies, end from the 
colonies to England. The proposal baa 
been submitted to Lord Meath, the lead¬ 
ing figure in the Empire Day move¬ 
ment, who has expressed cordial ap¬ 
proval of the scheme. 

Mr. Blakislon said his idea was to 
endeavor to produoa a conception in the 
collective mind of young Britain of the 
extent and magnitude of the Empire. 
He believes that will be best brought 
about by taking, in the first instance, 
boys from England and Wales on a 
visit to the various colonies. There they 
should be encouraged to make friend¬ 
ships with the colonial youths, who 
should also be prepared to meet them 
In a fraternal spirit. The bond of 
friendship would perhaps be best ce¬ 
mented by jointly partaking In physical 
sports and manly games. But in ull 
that was done sight should never be lost 
of the importance of imparting acknow¬ 
ledge of the Empire to all tha boys. On 
leaving the Mother Country, the great¬ 
est freedom compatible with disciplin¬ 
ary control should be permitted the 
boys—that is, the restriction by the 
teachers who would accompany them 
should be of the smallest. In fact, the 
boys should be encouraged to regard 
themselves as delegates. 

The real desire at the back of the pro¬ 
posal was to bring about a reciproca¬ 
tion between the youth of the Mother 
Country and the colonies, to cause them 
mutually to wish to participate in the 
unification of the Empire, believing that 
such unification would be for the com¬ 
mon moral, social, and political good. 
In the first instance, he would try the 
boys of England and Wales, and as the 
plan developed It would naturally em¬ 
brace both Scotland and Ireland. 

NOT OBJECTS OF CHARITY. 

Asked how he would propose that it 
should be set on foot, he said he 
thought it might be tuken up by the 
Empire League, and then submitted, 
with the authority of the league behind 
it, to the various county councils. It 
should not have the faintest tinge of 
charity about It, but should be a na¬ 
tional movement for the ultimate good 
of the nution, os the boys—selected 
with the greatest cure—would be prac¬ 
tically serving an apprenticeship to 
enable them to become most valuable 
members of the Empire. Of course, fils 
Idea was merely a suggestion; he 
would leave the details to be carried 
out by Lord Stralhcona and others. 

The cost would, Mr. Blakiston 
thought, be inconsiderable. To send out 
120 boys of the age of 13 or 14 years— 
two from each county, four from Lon¬ 
don, and two each from six of the 
largest cities in England—nead not 
cost much more than £2,500 a year. 
The selection would, in the first pluce, 
be made from the elementary schools, 
by the education committees of the re¬ 
spective county councils. Each boy 
should be of the average height of Eng¬ 
lish boys of his age, in robust heulth, 
should pass a medical examination 
and should be able to play football, 
cricket, und go through physical drill. 
He should have the full aproval of his 
parents, and should pass a definite ex¬ 
amination in history, geography, and 
the commercial products of the respec¬ 
tive colonies. The boys should be ac¬ 
companied by four teachers, from 30 to 
35 years of a^re, of robust health, med¬ 
ically lit and fond of physical exercise. 
The education should be continued on

In the manufacture of spectacle It.^es 
the bit of glasH to lie formed into a lens 
is fuslenod by means of pilch lo a small 
block of hard rubber, so thut il may be 
held.

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WIRELESS IS TEN YEARS OLD. 

Great Strides Made in a Si#gjj O |pmle 
of Experiment. 

Wireless telegraphy is now ten years 
old. On June 2. 1K9C. there was filed in 
the British patent office u provisional 
speciflcalion “for improvements in 
transmitting electrical impulses and 
signals and in apparatus therefore,’’ hy 
one Gu^iclmo Marconi, residing at 71 
Hereford road, Bayswater, England. 

At the time this patent was applied 
for, says the Scientific American, the 
art of transmitting messages without 
wires was wholly unknown, in so far 
us its practice and utilization were con¬ 
cerned. 

Marconi was perhaps I he most per¬ 
sistent experimenter in the bridging of 
greuter distances, while very early in 
the development of the new telegraphy 
Lodge turned his attention to the pro¬ 
duction of a selective system by means 
of electrical resonance. 

The former succeeded so well in his 
task that from three miles in 1H97 he 
was enabled to send und receive signals 
9.000 miles in 1004, while I he latter, ul- 
I hough he failed to evolve a commer¬ 
cially selective apparatus, led the way 
for the timing of the sending and re¬ 
ceiving circuits individually, and syn¬ 
tonizing them collectively. 

Another important feuture of recent 
dute is the utilization of auto-detectors 
in connection with telephone receivers 
os receptors for the translation of in¬ 
coming electric waves into the alpha¬ 
betic code of dots and dashes. 

De Forest was probably I he first in 
I he commercial held to use the uulo- 
detector and telephone receiver, while 
Fessenden has conferred a lasting bene¬ 
fit upon science and humanity by his 
ingenious detector, the liquid barrot- 
ter, un instrument that in its sensi¬ 
bility, its ruggedness and its simplicity 
is second only to the telephone receiver 
of Bell. 

With these improvements, chiefly 
made within the pust five years, wire¬ 
less telegraphy is nil that the most 
exacting critic could hope lor, if we ex¬ 
cept selectivity, und in this especial 
branch of the work there is yet un¬ 
limited opportunily for the wireless 
Inventor to exercise his ingenuity.

Good breeding and correct 
conformation in chickens intended for 
fattening purposes cannot b<» loo 
strongly emphasized, ho said. 

Prof. Brown said that he was espe¬ 
cially delighted with the facilities for 
education and experimental work in 
agricultural science provided in Canada. 
He thought the Macdonald Agricultural 
College ut .Ste. Anne de Bellevue, Que¬ 
bec. was destined to be the greatest 
institution of i!s kind in the world, 
while ihe Ontario Agricultural College 
at Guelph was worthy of all praise.

A London despatch says: Under 
Colonial Secretary Churchill imparted lo 
the Mouse of Commons on Wednesday 
afternoon the oflicial reply to the Govern¬ 
ment’s inquiries In the alleged atrocities 
perpetrated on the wounded ulus in Na- 
tal during the operations against the 
rebel chief Bambaata. According to a 
telegram from the Governor of Natal, 
3,000 natives were killed throughout tne 
operations and 2,000 were made prison¬ 
ers, including the wounded. The Natal 
Government had no information about 
wounded natives being killed by the na¬ 
tive levies. The telegram confirmed the 
official version of Barnbaata’s head being 
cut off for identification, owing to the 
decomposition of the rest of the body 
and of its being subsequently buried 
with the latter.

A London despatch says: Those who 
ere really in a position to give authori¬ 
tative Information regarding tne amount 
of the fortune of the late Alfred Beit, the 
South African financier, and the terms 
of hie will, have not yet given it to the 
newspapers. Estimates from $125,000,- 
ooo to $625,000,000 have been published, 
but it will probably be found when the 
terms of the will are given out that Mr. 
Beit’s fortune was somewhat below $60«- 
000,000. About one-third of this amount 
it is expected, will be bequeathed to 
national purposes ln Great Britain and 
South Africa, mainly of an educational 
character. Mr. Belt had several marri¬ 
ed sisters in Germany and Austria, and 
presumably they, as well as his mother 
and brother, will inherit considerable 
amounts. ^ 

BORACIC ACID IN MEAT. 

Contractor for Supplies to British 
Army Fined. 

A despatch from London says: 
Messrs. Dickerson and Co., contractors 
for supplies to the British army, and a 
dealer named Mileson were ln the 
Brentford Police Court on Thursday, 
charged with selling potted meats con¬ 
taining 74 per cent, of boracic acid. In 
another case the meat contained % per 
cent., and in a third 38.8 per cent, of the 
acid. The samples of their goods were 
colored with oxide of iron and pink 
coal tar dye. The tins were sold at a 
penny each. They contained ham, 
tongue and chicken. The Dickersons 
prepared their own goods. The Dicker- 
sons were fined $25 and costs of court, 
the magistrate expressed the opinion 
that the boracic acid in the meat might 
possibly be injurious to persons who 
were not in good health. 


BEST CROPS YET. 

Encouraging Telegram From West to 
Agriculture Department. 

An Ottawa despatch says : Dr. Wm. 
Saunders, who is now on a tour of the 
West, telegraphs the Department of 
Agriculture as follows from Indian 
Heud, Sask. 

“1 have seen crops In Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan to this point. Grain of 
all sorts, well headed, and generally 
very promising. Very fine fields cf 
wheat seen throughout Manitoba. At 
the Experimental Farm, Brundan, the 
crops are all heavy, found some rust 
there. I found some rust on leaves, 
but none on stalks; no rust on oats or 
barley. Nearly all the grain crops 
seen in Saskatchewan are good, many 
of them, excellent. Wheat, oats, bar¬ 
ley and peas on the Experimental Farm 
are very heavy; I think they are as 
good as have ever been seen here. No 
rust has been found on any of the cer¬ 
eals. A large excursion here on Friday 
of farmers from all points between here 
and Prince Albert and west to Moose- 
jaw, all agree that crops of all sorts 
this year promise to be the best they 
have ever had.”

THE BABY’S THREE NEEDS. 

When it la considered that the whole 
after-life of & human being can u 
tempered for good or ill by the manage¬ 
ment-.of the first year of existence, it 
seems impossible to repeal too often 
the few fundamental rules that should 
govern all those who have the care cl 
infants. 

One might sum up the needs of babie« 
In three words—fresh ctr, regularity, 
quiet. Babies are but little animuls, ft 
is true; but after all they ure little 
animals with a great deal to do for 
themselves, and they should receive all 
ti# assistance possible from those In 
charge of them, to enable them to per¬ 
form this work properly. 

In the first year of life great chunges 
are going on in the body, and the buby 
needs ull the help possible to meet the 
demands made upon its tiny system in 
the way of tissue formation. A baby 
cannot speak up and tell us that its 
meals do not seein to set well, or titbit 
a dissipated evening gives it a dis¬ 
turbed night, so there is nothing for 
parents to do but wutch carefully for 
the small but unmlslukeable signs that 
things are not going well. 

Fresh air comes first in the list of 
requirements, because It is probable 
that very few' babies indeed get all of 
it that they are entitled to. It has been 
noted by a wise physician that bobiea 
with pneumonia do best if they are kept 
in the open air as far as possible, and 
he even tells of nurses clad in fur-lined 
gloves and coats because the sick-room 
is kept so cold. But the sick child who 
would die in a worm, close room re¬ 
covers under these conditions. 

As to well babies, never mind what 
month they are born in. wrap them up 
warmly, shield them from direct draft, 
but let them breathe outside air day 
and night. If the weather is really too 
terrible to face, then wrup them up m 
a soutti room and open ull the win¬ 
dows. 

Whatever the baby's diet may be. 
natural or artificial, it should be admin¬ 
istered with unwavering regularity. 
The tiniest specimen of humanity is an 
incarnation of artful cunning where its 
appetite is concerned, and if it finds 
that bawling results in feeding, it will 
bawl, and small blame to It. But the 
enviuble child is the one whose mother 
is not disturbed by ttiis fact, and who 
rigidly adheres to times and seasons. 

Babies should never be excited by too 
much play, und especially is this true 
of the evening hours. There is nothing 
more entrancing thun a gasping, gurg¬ 
ling. hysterical baby ; but it is a cruel 
entertainment, for which the frail, tinji 
nervous system must pay the price. 

FOR A TWITCHING HAND. 

Hand trembling, an affliction akin to 
“writers' crump.” is apt to result from 
the long continued exercise of certuiQ 
muscles and the neglect of others. 

The worst feature of the trouble, ac¬ 
cording to Health-Culture, is its tnck 
of coming on at the very time when 
steadiness of hand would be most desir¬ 
able The twitch of a map finishers 
muscles may throw a national Iron- 
tier 1U0 miles out of treaty lines ; type 
wonts nmy get glued together like tin 
nouns of the Yolupuk craze.

EARTHQUAKES DO DAMAGE. 


Dr. Hodqelts Receives Disquieting Re¬ 
port From Powassan. 

A despatch from Toronto says: A 

report to the effect that u case of what 
is termed “black” smallpox occurred last 
week at Powassan has been received by 
Dr. Chas E. Hodgetts, secretary of the 
Provincial Board of Health. It resulted 
fatally within three days, nlthough every 
known remedy was used lo save the 
victim's life. The case was immediately 
isoluted by Dr. Porter and everyone ex¬ 
posed promptly quarantined. The pa¬ 
tient was a traveler, and it i9 thougnt 
contracted the disease from someone 
who had only a mild attack.

The Population Desert Socorro, New 
Mexico. 

A despatch from Albuquerque, N.M., 
says; Refugees in large numbers are 
arriving here Trom Socorro, N. M., 
where great damage has been wrought 
bv a succession of earthquakes since 
July 2. in that time not an hour has 
passed without one or more quakes. 
The centre of the disturbance is a zone 
30 miles long by about 10 miles wide, 
running from the Ladrone Mountains 
southeast through Socorro, San An¬ 
tonia and San Marcia. “The noise and 
the quakes are frightful.” said Mrs. J. J. 
Leeson, a refugee from Socorro. “I 
have experienced earthquakes at Los 
Angeles and San Francisco, but never 
anything so sickening as these pro¬ 
longed rockings and jerkings of the 
earth at Socorro. Water placed in a 
bowl will show continuous vibrations 
between the greater shocks, showing 
that the eurth is never still. Not a 
house in town Is safe to enter and 
chimneys and walls topple with each 
recurrent tremor.”
